Title 5 threatens 
new grading system 


Demonstrations planned

You still may be able to get a Dor 
an F grade this semester, 

The new grading system scheduled 
to go into effect at Sacramento State 
College this semester, which should elimi- 
nate D and F grades, may be illegal, 
according to a current interpretation of 
Title 5 by the Chancellor’s legal! counsel, 

Title 5 reads: ‘'...a five point scale 
shall be used...”’ It appears that SSC’s 
new grading system is not compatible 
with this established grading criterion. 
However, Dr. Otto Butz, acting pre sident 
of SSC, has asked for an immediate 
repeal of this ‘‘negative opinion’’ from the 
Chancellor’s office. Butz reported that, 
“We hope to get a response before the 
end of this week.”’ 

if the initial disapproval of SSC’s 
new grading system is upheld, Butz indi- 
cated _ that ‘‘some other kind of 
arrangements” will have to be made for 
this semester. He said the grading system 
ts scheduled to come before the Trustees 
in the near future, adding that undoubtedly 
by next semester the iega! problems will 
be ironed ou, 

Dr. Duane Anderson, Admission and 
Records director, said that the Academic 
Senate will have the grading system on 
their agenda when they meet this Wednes- 
day, In the meantime, Anderson said, 
the drop deadline has been extended one 
week to Friday, November 21. 


for Japan's minister 


Demonstrations for the second week 
in a row are planned for San Francisco 
this weekend, Prime Minister Sato of 
Japan will be returning to San Francisco 
from a three day conference with Presi- 
dent Nixon, He will be welcomed with 
numerous demonstrations currently being 
planned by a coalition of groups including 
SDS, the Resistance and the Committee 
of Concerned Asian Scholars. 


Sato, considered by most left-wing 
groups to be little more than ‘‘a tool 
of American imperialists,’’ is conferring 
this week with President Nixon about 
the return of Okinawa and the provisions 
of the Japan-U,S, Security Treaty. 


A meeting held in Berkeley last Thurs- 
day to plan the demonstrations was 
attended by many bay area groups and the 
Student Co-op from SSC, A special 
guest at the meeting was Makota Oda, 
director of Beheiren, a student - worker 
organization active in the Japanese peace 
movement, Beheiren is considered one 
of the strongest anti-war groups In Japan. 
Former SSC Student Body President, Jan 


Eakes, is now working with Peheiren in 
Japan, 


The Japanese people, according to 
Makota Oda, are against the renewal 
of the Japanese-U,S, Security Pact. Polls, 
he said, show that 93% of the Japanese 
people want Okinawa returned, 


Oda said that demonstrations would 
begin on Monday, the !7th, in Japan, 
The purpose is two-fold: (1) To make 
Sato follow the wishes of the Japanese 
people forcing Nixon to return Okinawa, 
and (2) To force the Japanese government 
to refuse to sign the renewal of the 
Japane se-U.S, Security Pact. 


The coaltion of groups will hold two 
main demonstrations, One will be at 
the SF International Airport on Sato’s 
arrival at 2p.m., Sunday, Nov. 23, Another 
will be held at 3:30 p.m. at the Mark 
Hopkins Hotel where Sato will hold a press 
conference, Other smaller demon- 
strations will be held continually during 
his two day visit wherever Sato comes 
into public view,

drama activities, art, debate, and KFRS; Educational Opportunity P ro- 
gram (EOP); cultural programs, which includes films, speakers, and 


exhibits; intramural sports for both men and women; intercollegiate 
athletics for both men and women; orientation activities; publications, 
which include the Hornet, Yearbook, and literary magazine; social 
activities, which include dances, homecoming activities, rallies, etc.; 
academic affairs, which include the SSC/HS Mode! United Nations; 
student assistant jobs; furniture and equipment purchases; and many 
other services and activities which student government provides. 


If you do choose to make ASSSC fees voluntary then what percentage 
of the students will pay these fees This is a question that can only 
be answered after registration. How then can student government plan 
to finance the above listed activities and services for the year when it 
is not sure how much money it has to spend, Student government would

be willing to continue financing these activities and services’ 
has been no precedent set in the California State College System for 
this type of action. 

Another factor to consider is the possibility that the Board of Trustees 
would not be willing to finance al! the activities and services of the 
present ASSSC Budget. This might mean the limitation of, or even the 
elimination of those services and activities which the Board might con- 
sider non-essential to the educational program. These might include 
the Educational Opportunity Program (EOP), social activities, and other 
programs which are not part of the curriculum. 

in a time when college students are trying to gain more power and 
representation in the administration of their affairs, it is unfortunate 
that there are those who would destroy what has been gained thus far. 
One of the major powers that student government has is money. Take 
this power away and college student government is reduced to a tool of 
the administration in the true high school sense. Regression is not the 
answer. Today student government stands as the student’s only inroad 
to the administration. Student government has taken over the roie of 
reacting to the policies of the administrations, and has harbored those 
activists which are fighting for the power ofthe student in deciding what 
kind of education he is going to receive. The college administrations 
of California would gladly applaud the fail of student government organ- 
izations. 

Rzfore you vote consider the facts. Don’tallow yourself to be fooled 
by those who purport to be defending your rights. What they are really 
doing is taking the power away from your elected representatives and 
giving it to the Board of Trustees. Retain student government and the 
power to spend your own funds. Vote YES on the Referendum.

New vets club 


Editor, the Hornet: 

A clean-cut, rugged looking in- 
dividual in slacks, a tie-less white 
shirt and a windbreaker looks at 
a group holding a vigil in mem- 
oriam of the Vietnam war dead 
with a sneer, and says ‘‘You’re 
Hanoi’s heroes! You’re destroy- 
ing the morale of the men fight- 
ing for your very right to do what 
you are doing. You oughta be shot!”’ 

This is the stereotype many 
people have of the Vietnam veteran 
back in the ‘‘land of the big P.X.’’ 
upon seeing anti-war demonstrat- 
ors in action, Fortunately, it is a 
faise stereotype; the men who re- 
turn from Vietnam are just as 
varied as the ranks from whic!. they 
were drafted, or volunteered, into 
the service, For example, at the 
demunstration described above, at 
the State Capitol on Friday, Nov- 
ember 14, there were four Viet- 
nam veterans, One was a marine 
reservist who had volunteered for 
active duty to fight in Vietnam. 
Another had been imprisoned and 
tortured by the Viet Cong for a 
year and a half, The one holding 
a display of South Vietnamese and 
American propaganda leaflets 
dropped to Viet Cong and ‘‘un- 
controlied’”’ civilians was an army 
draftee who had spent his time at- 
tempting to meet as many grass- 
roots Vietnamese as possible. The 
fourth was 4n ex-sergearnt who 
served in Vietnam with the Air 
Force, 

All these individuals, and many 
more, have one thing in common: 
they are against the continuation 
of the war in Vietnam, of aid to 
a totalitarian government figtiting 
another in the name of freedom that 
oppresses its people without 





mercy, and the wholesale killing 
of Americans and Vietnamese 
going on every day. Until now 
most of these individuals have been 
silent; now they are making them- 
selves heard, These men are tired 
of being represented by the stereo- 
type we have mentioned, and they 
are tired of being represented by 
such organizations as the Ameri- 
can Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, They are tired of 
being lumped in the ‘‘ silent major- 
ity’’ Nixon has said backs him and 
his halfway measures of what may 
best be described as ‘‘non- 
withdrawal’’, 

If you are a veteran of any 
service, a member of the faculty, 
student body, or alumni of Sacra- 
mento State College, and feel that 
the ‘‘conventional’’ type of vet- 
erans’ clubs do not have a place 
for you because of vour strong 
views for witdrawal from Vietnam 
and non-military intervention in 
other countries’ affairs by the U.S., 
there is now an alternative. Vet- 
erans for Peace was formed with 
you in mind by a group of dissat- 
isfied veterans of three wars, We 
cordially invite you to attend our 
next meeting in the La Vista room 
at 5 p.m, on Thursday, Nov. 20, 
We will discuss our participation 
in the December Vietnam Morator- 
ium, and hold elections to the Board 
of Executives, Or, call 332-8508

Who will control 


student action? 


Editor, The Hornet: 

I would like to urge the inter- 
ested students on this campus te 
think beyond the simplistic ‘‘free- 
dom to choose’’ proposition of the 
supporters of the referendum. 
There is a freedom of choice in- 
volved, but this choice certainly 
involves more than the payment of 
a $10 activity fee. We can, for in- 
stance, choose between having the 
programs supported by the acti- 
vity fee and not having them. These 
programs are not to be under stood 
as ‘‘frills,’’ Many of them should, 
in fact, be state supported as a 
part of the curriculum, for that is 
what they are. Aside from this 
point the programs must be con- 
sidered a vital part of the educa- 
tional experience, The appearance 
on this campus of such speakers as 
Michael Harrington and Paul Good- 
man, scheduled in the near future 
and to some degree financed by the 
student fee, is of major impor- 
tance. It is my understanding that 
past convocations have included 
Dr. Benjamin Spock, Dr, Martin 
Luther King, Jr., and Eldridge 
Cleaver, The appearance of a var- 
iety of poets and novelists, and 
the in-schoo! promotion of the per- 
forming arts, such as drama, 
music, and athletics (!), are 
all important contributions to 
a university, One choice we are 
free to make is whether we will 
continue to have such programs, 
or not have them, 

We may also freely examine 
the possibilities of doing away with 
the programs with this referen- 
dum, There can be no doubt that 
control of the many programs 
would be up for grabs and this 
contro! would eventually fall to 
somsone, In this instance I would 
guess the group best able to finance 
these programs would come to con- 





trol them, I would suggest all of 
you consider the obvious, Big Bro- 
ther, the state, or whatever you 
choose to call it, has the money 
to finance and contro] this part 
of your education, At present this 
means that Governor Reagan, the 
Board of Trustees, and Chancel- 
lor Dumke would probably gain 
control, 

It is not wise to consider this 
group of men as having the inter- 
ests of the students at heart, This 
is the group that proposes a 20 
per cent cut in the college bud- 
get. Wiil they give the ASSSC the 
money to continue the student pro- 
grams’ Dumke has already ex- 
pressed his desire to institute 
some controls onthe student press, 
If such controls were in effect, 
could The Hornet again serve the 
students as it did in the case of 
President Johns? An attempt to 
exert direct contro! in the selec- 
tion of student officers has been 
rade by the Trustees, Reagan has 
equated student objection to the 
draft and the war with giving aid 
and comfort to the enem:. In the 
matter of the Moratorium, in which 
many of you took part and which 
represents an opinion held by a 
majority of Americans, Reagan has 
accused us (students and non-stu- 
dents) of being manipulated by the 
enemies of this country. This man 
has insulted my intelligence, im- 
pugned my motives, and now I am 
being afforded an opportunity to 
choose between paying a m/inda- 
tory student fee and the possibili- 
ty of seeing him control any inde- 
pendent student action, 

These are some things to be 
considered in this ‘‘freedom to 
choose’’ . Now, I ask you, how can 
we do other than defeat this refer- 
endum’?

Deceptive attack

Last week the voice of the Nixon 
Administration, in the person of 
Spiro Agnew, spoke out against 
television as not being in the pub- 
lic interest. But he spoke not 
with regard to the violence nor 
the mediocrity of programming, 
Rather, he lashed-out against the 
coverage by T.V. of news events, 
Agnew stated that Nixon’s Vietnam 
Address, ‘‘one of the most impor- 
tant in American history,’’ should 
not have been subject to ‘‘instant 
analysis’’ by an unqualified net- 
work elite before the public hadan 
opportunity to digest the Presi- 
dent’s sincerity, The Vice-Presi- 
dent cited the public and Congres- 
sional support of Nixon’s war 
stance versus the tv commenta- 
tors’ description of the speech as 
‘nothing new’’ to prove that the 
latter didn’t speak for the people. 
Furthermore, Agnew suggested 
that the networks overplayed the 
Chicago convention police riot, 
ghetto violence, peace marches, 
and minority demagogogue s. He in- 
ferred that a television media not 
in the public interest would be sub- 
ject to stricter controls by the 
FCC, 

Despite the instantaneous sup-~ 
port of this patriotic and coura- 
geous stand by our Vice-President 
(in the form of letters to net- 
work stations and speeches by Cab- 
inet members and Senators up for 
election), the intent of Agnew’s 
attack was not to produce a fairer

Student-faculty split: real or imagined?

I find it particularly significant that Professor Gene Barnes ina 
recent press release to The State Hornet should refer to the ‘‘ ‘Faculty’ 
Academic Senate’’ —- that body at Sacramento State College which has 
extracted a pledge from the college’s last two presidents that it is 
indeed the only policy-recommending organ on the campus. 

Although officialiy repudiated by its leaders, the name Faculty 
Senate would seem much more closely to approximate the true situation 
on the Sacramento State College campus. Student leaders, | think, 
have come only recently to discover 4 distinction between a Faculty 
Senate and an Academic Senate, and the distinction is indeed Sn important 
one. 

To believe that a Faculty Senate is truly interested in the overall 
well-being of the College is to be naive, Yet it is significant that 
students have not recognized sooner, After all, why is it that 
when the legislature discusses questior such as salary-increases 
or the 9-unit teaching load, professor after professor will jump on the 
band-wagon and into the battle, whereas on su h mundane issues as 
academic freedom, increases in student fees, censorship of the student 
press, bill of student rights, etc., nothing is heard’ Why is it that an 
immediate response was heard from our hard-pressed faculty when 
the state Auditor-General’s report was issued yet the ‘‘Bill of Student 
Rights and Responsibilities’? has been ianguishing in a committee 
of the Academic Senate for two years’

‘Representativeness’ challenged 


To compound the matter, the representativeness’’ of the \cademic 
as well as the Student Senates has come under recent fire. 

Whereas the Academic Senate was faced last Spring by an assertion 
by Melnicoe et al, that it was unrepre sentative, the representativene ss 
of the ASSSC Senate, which selects one of the two student members of 
the Academic Senate, has recently come under fire from my colleague 
Jim Stidham, ASSSC Flections Coordinator. 

\cting President Otto Butz forma ly recognized the dichotomy in 
student versus faculty interests ata student-faculty retreat two months 
ago in Davis when he proposed that a Co'lege Congress drawn equally 
from the facu'ty aad student senates be formed to act oa co'lege -wide 
issues, \ sim'tar plan has deen formulated on the siatewide level 
by Ca) State-Dom'nguez Hills Professor Haro'd Charnofsk,, Chairmad 
of the Statewide Academic Senate’s Studen Affairs Committee. 

Althouth ASSSC Presideat Steve Whitmo-e Jeciared che plas un- 
wockadie by pointing to other experime ds with the congress idea, the 
fact that My: Bu'z aad others recognize the split is significant’, 
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represenia‘ives have been engaged in a spirited defense of their 
pos.tion, while little has been done to halt the eroding student position, 
siuded educational opporiuity, and over-all college quality, further 
empiwsizes the gulf between studen'« and faculty. 


Students on ‘faculty’ commitees 


The student role on faculty senate comn‘ttees is a fascinating 
subject, one to which increasing attention will be brought in the next 
few years. Whether the faculty consciously made the decision to grant 
students voting privileges on Academic Senate committees because of 
the belief that students honestly could contribute or because it was 
a means of appeasing a student ‘‘request’’ — what a mild word for 
today’s scene — is unknown, I think toa certain extent Economics 
Professor Marc Tool’s siatement at the time the issue was being 
considered by the College Council (forerunner of today’s Academic 
Senate) in 1966 is indicative of faculty thinking at the time of the 
establishment of the Academic Senate (I paraphrase): The faculty 
will have its Senate and the students will have theirs. Why do students 
need io sit on the faculty’s senate” 

Once again we see the differences between the faculty and the 
students emerging. 


Meeting called by Goff 


In attempting to overcome the deficiencies in the present system 
of two senates, neither of which is representative of its segment of 
the college community, Goff has proposed that the senates meet 
together every other week to explore issues of mutual and college -wide 
concern, He is also studying a proposal that siudent members of 
Academic Senate Committees, currently appointed by the ASSSC Presi- 
den‘, be elected by the student academic clubs ami coux ils in order 
that the Academic Senate Committeemen be representative of and 
responsible to some groups of students. 

Gott will convene a meeting of siudents interesied in increasing 
the academic role of students on the campus on Wednesday, November 
19, at 7:60 p.m,, in the ASSSC Lounge. Amo g things to be considered 
are proposals for a cam,is-wide Academic Senate, greater student 
participation and representation in departmental, divisional, and school 
committees, etc, 


Faculty-student coalition proposed 


In concluding this essay on student-faculty relations I should like 
to make one last point. With students and faculty divided and fighting 
among themselves it would seem that the college community will fall 
easy prey to the enemies of higher education. Without a concerted 
effort to reestablish the role of the university and to defend that role 
the colleges will descend to a state of submission and stagnation. 

To channel our efforts in the battle to overcome the forces against 
higher education it is necessary that students and faculty channel their 
efforts in a unified manner, At the same time students cannot submit 
to this kind of a coalition only to be stabbed in the back by their faculty 
partners. The faculty is of necessity going to have to agree to student 
demands for an increased role in determining college policy. Itis 
this way that a unified defense can be undertaken —- a defense which 
will be of benefit to all concerned,

ZBT pioneered the Cal- 
ifornia State College system over 
20 years ago with the first national 
chapter at San Diego State, and 
was the first national at San Fer- 
nando Valley State. ZBT also has 
chapters at Cal State-Long Beach, 
Cal State-Los Angeles, UC, Santa 
Barbara, 

Zeta Beta Tau is completely 
nonsectarian and is open to any 
student. Zeta Beta Tau has one 
of the largest student loan and 
scholarship programs of any fra- 
ternity. ZBT’s chapters are 
usually always on the top of the 
scholarship rolls of the campus 
where located. 

Woods indicated that any men 
who are at all interested in fra- 
ternities should stop by SS 205 
to meet with the ZBT field rep- 
resentative, ‘‘It’s not often one 
gets the opportunity toactually be- 
gin a chapter of such a fine national 
fraternity.”

Producer of the ‘“‘TODAY AT 
NOON’? show on KCRA-TV is SSC 
graduate Bill Gray. 

Bill graduated from SSC in 
February 1969 and went to work 
for KCRA on a full time basis. 
Gray had been recommended for 
a job at the TV station about 18 
months ago and he agreed to work 
on Saturdays even though he had 
to give up a higher paying job for 
the new position. His part time 
job was mostly in the rewrite 
department, helping to make the 
copy fit into a designated slot for 
TV airing. 

Gray was a journalism major 
at SSC and minored in Govern- 
ment. His original idea was to 
minor in broadcasting but found 
that the pre-requisites for that 
minor were almost impossible to 
meet so changed to government, 
He did work for radio KERS on 
campus for one semester. 

Bili said, ‘‘I learned a lot in 
my classes, but | think that The 
Hornet was my best teacher. It 
seems to be that you have to have 
the practical application of any 
subject before you can put it to 
any use. 

‘When I started working full 
time I was aneditoria! trainee, that 
means I worked in both writing 
aid visual areas. I worked with 
colored and black and white pic- 
tures, to get the idea of how 
things were supposed to look, I 
also learned to edit film, both

Bill feels that SSC offers a 
very high quality education. He 
feels that we need to grow and 
it looks like somebody is trying 
to expand the programs and that 
wili make it easier to select a 
job in the future. ‘‘The more 
you know about your field the more 
able you are two select the area 
you want to get into. 
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‘1 think a journalism major 
is a great choice but it must be 
taken in conjunction with some- 
thing like government or econo- 
mics to be really beneficial. Too 
many people are minoring in 
speech or something 'ike that and 
it just won't help. You have to 
know more about the world and 
where it’s going to get along with 
reporting it.”’ 

Bill emphasized, ‘‘No matter 
what a person’s major, it is very 
important that they try to find a 
part time job in that area while 
in college. Not only will it help 
them to see if that is really what 
they want to do but it will make 
it much easier to get a job when 
they graduate. A few hours a 
week now will be worth months 
when graduation comes.’’

Proposal for black 
music program at SSC 


I wish to propose a program of Traditional Black Music as part of 
a Black Music and Dance series that would ultimately also encompass 
programs dealing with 

(1) Recent Innovations in Black Music ‘*‘jazz’’); 
(2) Traditiona! and New Forms of Black Dance. 

Ideally, a program of Traditional Black Music should be presented 
over a relatively short time span — a week, say, or two weeks, In 
this way, the impact of the program on the College community would 
be maximal. In the event that funds, scheduling, or some other con- 
sideration renders this impossible, however, the program could be 
extended over one or even two semesters, 

As such, the program of traditional black music would entail at 
least one concert featuring each of: (a) the rural, southern blues; (b) 
gospe! music; (c) spirituals. 

Although there are many artists capable of playing a blues concert, 
my own preference would be for Mr, Son House. For in addition to the 
music itself, Mr. House also goes extensively into the historical 
background and evoiution of the music, He beings to bear his own 
experiences as a southern sharecropper, for example, as one means of 
illustrating the genesis of the blues; and he will, if we wish, present 
a reguiar lecture on the subject. He has appeared at numerous 
campuses with such a program, and to judge from the reviews — most 
recently that by Ralph Gleason in the San Francisco Chronicle — he 
has been received with great warmth. He is, moreover, internationally 
regarded as a master practitioner of the form, and an influence on 
many better known pop music artists (Beatles, Rolling Stones, etc.). 
Mr. House, his manager informs me, has become available on November 
19 (Wednesday) and the afternoon of November 21 (Friday) because 
of last-minute changes in his schedule. 

An optional presentation — one that would enhance the blues program 
but is not absolutely necessary to it — would dea! with contemporary 
urban blues. Mr. Magic Sam, for instance, is among the legendary 
blues musicians, and is available for a price within the modest means 
of the College. Mr. Sam’s presentation, like that of Mr. Son House, 
is not solely musical, but also attempts todelve into the socio-historical 
background of the blues in their urban manifestation. I have learned 
from Ralph Gleason that Magic Sam will be on the West Coast between 
the 24th of November and the 5th of December (approximately). His 
manager is Dick Waterman, (215) Kf 5-6262. 

4 second option would be to schedule panel discussions, with both 
scholarly authorities and the musicians themselves as participants, in 
addition to the concerts. By having these scholars also address classes 
in various disciplines, (e.g. sociology, anthropology, music) as well as 
the college community, it might be possible fora portion of the expenses 
involved in bringing them to our campus to be defrayed by the depart- 
ment(s) in question, Such expenses would be primarily for the purpose 
of travel, with a smzll honorarium ($59-$75) included at the discretion 
of those arranging for the blues program. Possible participants include: 
the noted author LeRoi Jones (who might also be prevailed upon to read 
some of his poetry); Professor A.B. Spellman of Morehouse College, 
author of Four Lives of the Bebop Business (Mr. Speliman is also a 
poet of some repute); Professor Charles Keil of the Buffalo campus of 
the State University of New York, author of Urban Blues; Mr. Pete 
Welding, a trained sociologist and the person in charge of reissuinz 
various blues collections on the Liberty /UA label, 

Both the gospel and spiritual portions of the traditional black music 
program could be more than adequately handled by groups from the Sac- 
ramento area, such as the Voices of Faith, the Sims Sisters, the Nash 
Temple Youth Choir, and the Joe Slade Gospel Singers (of the Shiloh 
Baptist Church). This would not only involve the College in a mutually 
beneficia) relationship with the local black community, but would serve 
the further purpose of keeping costs at a reasonable level.

Stan Wright, Sacramento State 
College's new head track and field 
coach, is recruiting new members 
for his team. 

But he’s not running all over 
the state sweet-talking high school 
kids, he’s looking for interested 
athletes here on campus. 

“Coach Drummond (assistant 
coach, Bruce Drummond) and I 
realize that there are many stu- 
dents who would like to par- 
ticipate in the track program,"’ 
said Wright. 

“Any student who feels he can 
make a contribution to the team is 
welcome to participate, 

‘We already have 45 candidates 
who have gone through procedures 
to clear eligibility and physical 
education requirements. Including 
the athletes out for football and 
basketball, there are probably 50 
in all, But I'm sure there are 
more who would like to compete. 

‘Interested students should 
take the medical examination Fri- 
day, Nov, 28, at the health center. 
I realize that this creates a prob- 
lem because it’s during a holiday 
week, but it was the only time we 
could schedule the physicals. 
They’re under-staffed at the health 
center, and couldn’t handle a big 
rush at any other time. 

‘if the athlete can’t mace it to 
the health center, he'll have to 
make arrangements for a physica! 
through a private physician, But 
that costs money, and we hope that 
nobody is going to have to pay for 
a physical, 

‘Official practice for the out- 
door season begins Dec, 1, a Mon- 
dey. There are meets in January 
and February that we want to com- 
pete in-some of them indoors. 

“Our outdoor schedule is still 
tentative, but we’re certain about 
our opening meet, That will be 
March 27 in Berkeley with the 
University of California and the 
Athens Athletic Club of Oakland,”’ 

Wright, who replaces Harvey 
Roloff at the reins of the track 
team this year, is lining up @ 
top-flight schedule that includes 
the California Relays and the 
Compton Relays.

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- AFT concerned over rejection —Ovmke, mindless lieutenants 
of new grading procedure

Local 1593 of the American 
Federation of Teachers views with 
deep concern the recent decision 
of the general course! of the Cal- 
ifornia State Colleges that Sacra- 
mento State College shall not be 
permitted to use the new grading 
policies adopted by the college’s 
faculty in June of this yea: 

The issue of local autonomy 
aside, the counsel's ruling clearly 
violates the contractual under- 
standing with which faculty and 
students at Sacramento State began 
their courses this fall term. To 
suddenly revoke, in mid-term, the 
assumptions under which pro- 
fessors organized their courses 
and students enrolled in them con- 
stitutes the grossest violation of 
the trust which lies at the heart 
of the teacher-learner  relation- 
ship. 

There may be arguable differ- 
ences of opinion about the merits 
of various grading policies, There 
can be no justification, however, 
for arbitrarily requiring profes-

An aide to State College Chan- 
cellor Glenn Dumke was denounced 
recently as an ‘‘arrogant bung- 
ler’’ by the head of the college 
branch of the American Federa- 
tion of Teachers.
